A Collision On the Missouri Pa­ 
cific Railway. 


OCCURRED NEAR LEEDS, MO. 


Freight Train Was On the Main Line 
When It Belonged to the Pas­ 
senger Train.

The First Report Sent Out. 
Lincoln, Mass., Nov. 27 .—A rear- 
end collision occurred between 
two 
passenger trains on the Fitchburg di­ 
vision of the Boston and Maine rail­ 
road near Lincoln a 8 :15 o’clock last 
night, resulting in the death of at 
least nineteen persons and the injury 
of thirty or more others. 
The trains in collision were the lo­ 
cal leaving Boston at 7 :15 for stations 
on the Marlsboro branch 
and the 
keavy Bellows Falls night train, which 
left here at 7 :45. The latter train was 
drawn by two locomotives, 
and 
it 
crashed into the rear of the local with 
te rrlic force, telescoping 
two cars, 
the wreckage of which caught fire, and 
several were pinned in the debris and 
burned to death. 
The accident occurred at Baker’s 
bridge, a mile west of Lincoln station, 
and it is believed to have been due to 
the failure of the engineer of the first 
locomotive of the rear train to see a 
fuse dropped from 
the local 
train, 
which was slig h ttr 
bad come 
to a stop. 
The atmosphere was very 
thick at the time. The locality where 
the wreck occurred prevented the in­ 
jured from being promptly cared for, 
as it is an out-of-the-way place. 
All the phy sicians in Waltham and 
Concord and surrounding towns were 
telephoned for, and they hurried to 
the scene as quickly as they could. 
The injured and the dead were laid 
side by side on the railroad embank­ 
ment. the uninjured passengers doing 
their best to relieve the sufferings of 
those hurt, pending the arrival of med- 
leal aid. 
All of the passengers killed and se 
rlously Injured were in the two tele­ 
scoped cars. The passengers lived in 
Concord. W est Acton, May nard, Hud­ 
son. Marlboro 
and several 
smaller 
towns in the Assabet valley . 
None of the passengers 
on 
the 
Montreal or Bellows Falls train was 
seriously hurt, but the engineer and 
fireman of 
the leading 
locomotive 
were killed. 
Few persons live in the vicinity of 
Baker’s bridge station, and no fire de- 
partm ent was available, so that the 
flames practically burned themselves 
out. 
The uninjured passengers and 
a 
number of train hands, assisted by 
Tlllagers, went to the aid of the in­ 
jured, and many persons were rescued.

A long train of empty box cars was 
linked to the freight engine and the 
other engine drew six cars, including 
one baggage car, one mail, one smok­ 
ing car, one chair car, one day coach 
and one Pullman. 
The trains met on a curve on an 
embankment about

high.

The sleeping q uarters for the child­ 
ren are in the front part of the b uild­ 
ings. A fire drill is held once a month 
and is always planned as a surprise.

children were sleeping, that flames 
were discovered in the storerooms.

pulled the alarm. The b ells rang, the 
children tumb led out of b ed, dressed 
and stood at attention.

tered up to the asylum. 
They knew 
then that it was no test drill, b ut 
they waited for the second alarm. 
Minutes sped b y, and outside could 
b e heard the commands of the fire­ 
men and the puffing of the engines. 
Fear seized the chijdren, b ut discipline 
held them in perfect control.

Wohlauer ran through the corridors 
and found every child and the forty

associations. 
Teachers are well nigh u nanimou s In 
ftivor of both—su pervision 
of 
ru ral 
•chools and state u niformity of text 
^ books. 
Five district associations are to be 
held on Friday and Satu rday follow­ 
ing Thanksgiving as follows: 
Sou th­ 
west, at Carthage; Sou th Central at 
Rolla; Sou theast, at Cape Girardeau : 
■ Central, at New Haven, and W estern 
C « itral. at Harrisonville. 
Excellent 
programmes have been prepared for 
f each of these meetings and the at- 
; tendance shou ld be large. The state 
department of edu cation will be rep- 
resented at fou r of the live meetings. 
Are there too many women teach- 
ers? This qu estion has elicited mu ch 
discu ssion at cou nty assoclf t ’ons this 
‘ fall. 
It is decided abou t as often one 
way as the other. 
Women u su ally 
take the position ♦hat there are not 
too many. 
Thirty-two per cent of 
i the teachers In Missou ri are men, and 
I- sixty-elght per cent women. 
In ihc 
I trnfted States twenty-six per cent are 
i’ men and seventy-fou r per cent women. 
I In the last thirty-three year« the men 
I teachers In the United States have 
{'* increased fifty-one per cent and the 
I women teachers 170 
per 
cent. 
In 
I Missou ri, du ring the same period, the 
men teachers have Increased eighteen 
^ per cent and the women 353 per cent. 


teachers’ associations. It was a treat 
to hear at the Newton cou nty associ­ 
ation a ru nning discu ssion of an hou r 
between the teachers of Granby and 
those of Seneca on the relative im­ 
portance in a cou rse of stu dy of lit­ 
eratu re and history on the one side 
and of natu re stu dy and agricu ltu re 
on the other. 
The discu ssion was not limited to 
a contention as to their disciplinary 
and practical valu es. The whole doc­ 
trine of interest was presented, and 
both sides laid great stress on the de­

They agreed 
on the highest aims and pu rposes of 
edu cation and each conceded to the 
other an Important fu nction.

It is a well known fact among naviga­ 
tors th at a vessid wh ose h u ll is cover­ 
ed w’ith barnacles and wh ose speed is

in fresh water. 
Th u s a fresh w’ater 
h arbor wh ich w’ou ld be in th e natu re 
of a secltided naval station at each 
terminu s of th e

serve th e pu rpose of a clearing dry 
dock. 
After going across Lake Ch agres, 
a few’ miles inland th e sh ip will pass 
th rou gh anoth er gap near Gatu n, a 
crevice in th e second of Panama’s fou r 
h ill ridges.

(proposed u nder an alternative plan) 
u pon an extension of th e lake.

down, baffling engineers and every­ 
body else. Th ere wh ere th e Ch agres 
is most forbidding, Mr. Bates proposes 
to th row’ a great slu ice dam, qu ite 
similar to th e dam at Assu an. Wh en 
th e problem of th e Ch agres was first 
attacked a great many years ago, th e 
Assu an dam h ad not been bu ilt. Sir 
William Wilcocks, th e designer of th e 
great Egyptian barrier, said th at if 
th e Assu an dam was su ccessfu l, it 
wou ld n|ark an epoch in dam bu ilding. 
He stated th at “provided with its en­ 
ormou s flood openings, it (th e dam) 
may be looked u pon as a wier capable 
of controlling th e migh tiest rivers in 
flood, Ju st as ordinary weirs control 
th em in times of low su pply. It may 
be th u s u tilized for th e regu lation of 
th e food su pplies in basins of inu n­ 
dation irrigation.” 
Th is pu rpose of 
th e Assu an dam was to tmponnd a 
larger v olume of Nile water and to let 
it ou t gradually during the irrigation 
season, after allowing the early sflt 
hearliig floods to pa« .

as provide th e water for th e canal 
th rou gh th e great Cu lebra cu t. 
As a still fu rth er protection against 
th e terrors of th e Ch agres, Mr. Bates’ 
plans a seri< s of slu ice dams beh ind 
wh ich will h e empty basins to Inter­ 
cept th e flow of th e river at variou s j 
points. 
“Th e slu ice gates,” h e says, 
“w’ill allow’ th e proper amou nt only to 
go into th e canal. 
Wh en a su dden 
torrent comes down from th e u pper 
Ch agres watersh ed, two empty basins 
w ith a capacity of far more th an th e 
maximu m 
excess 
recorded will be 
ready to receive it. Th en as th e flood 
abates, th e su rplu s w’aters will be 
su ffered to pass ou t gradu ally, leav­ 
ing th e basins again empty.” 
From Obispo basin, Mr, Bates* plan 
leads one th rou gh th e Cu lebra cu t. 
He wou ld make th is part of th e pas­ 
sage a canalized river, with a deep, 
splendi 1 slow-moving cu rrent.

Mr. Bates says th at th e canal sh ou ld 
not adju st itself to th e little villages 
wh ich h ave already been bu ilt on th e 
Isth mu s, bu t sh ou ld dictate th e loca­ 
tion of th e settlements along th e way. 
He th inks th at th e inh abitants sh ou ld 
be taken ou t of th e lowlands and on­ 
to th e h illy sh ores of th e new’ lakes. 
He w’ou ld reconstru ct th e h arbor of 
Panama, so th at it wou ld h e a h ealth y, 
well-bu ilt city. 
He says th at th e de­ 
posit grou nd wh ich cou ld be h ere es­ 
tablish ed besides adding 
to th e do­ 
main of th e Panama Repu blic, wou ld 
su pply, as well, th e docks and United 
States naval station, 
wh ich are so 
su premely desirable at th is point. 
According to 
th is 
plan, th e total 
land width of th e Isth mu s requ iring 
excavation wou ld stretch only abou t 
nine miles. To bu ild a sea-level canal 
it wou ld be necessary to dredge and 
excavate th e entire th irty-eigh t miles 
of th e Isth mu s. 
It is estimated th at 
su ch a canal wou ld cost abou t $230,- 
000,000. 
To 
spend 
th is amou nt of 
money, according to 
Mr. Bates’ idea, 
w'ou ld be spending nearly $100,000.000 
too mu ch to get a canal wh ich wou ld 
be more difficu lt of navigation after 
it was completed. Mr. Bates estimates 
th at a canal cou ld be completed u nder 
h is plan for less 
th an $145,000,000 
au th orized by congress—and th at th e 
entire task wou ld not requ ire more 
th at ten years.
